American W arning Unheeded. 


It is the first time since the present 
revolution began a year ago that the

“ I haven’t sufficient facts on which 
to base an opinion,” Secretary Bryan 
said.

Fear has been revived at Mexico 
City, according to word from there, 
that the Benton execution may result 
in the United States being forced by 
Great Britain to take some action that 
easily might become 
intervention.

in various parts of the country some

Ti*? opinion of the sup "ria- court 
in the case of Jennie Johnson, as ad- 
cJnistratrix of the estate of Andrew 
It. Johnson, deceased, against 
the 
Northern Pacific Railway company, 
was handed down yesterday.

case was tried in the district court 
here last June, and at the close of 
plaintiffs testimony, Judge McCIen- 
ahan dismissed it on a point of law. 
T he plaintiff appealed to the supreme 
court, and the supreme court sus­ 
tained the ruling of Judge McClen- 
ahan. 
Johnson was injured at the Como 
shops, St. Paul, by falling from an 
unenclosed elevator, and his widow- 
sought to recover damages for his 
death. 
The supreme court held that 
Mr. Johnson, having been aware, at 
the time he used tde elevator, of its 
condition, assumed me risks Incident 
to its use and therefore could not re­ 
cover.
